Freight Rates And Businen 


A special committee of the House of Commons has been appointed to 
study the whole question of freight rates with a view to bringing about a re- 
duction in the existing high schedule, which, it is generally agreed, is having 
a detrimental affect on business, is operating to prevent a revival in indus- 
trial activity, and is particularly paralyzing to Western agriculture. 

The problem of reducing rates in the face of an annual deficit of many 
millions of dollars in the operation of the National Railways is admittedly a 
difficult one. The National Railways badly need every dollar of revenue they 
can get, and a substantial reduction in freight charges may prove a very seri- 
ous matter for them. Yet anything less than a substantial cut will be quite 
ineffective in providing a much needed stimulus to business and an appre- 
ciable aid to the farmers of the country. 

There is, however, much force in the argument that a lowering in the 
carrying charges of the railways will not necessarily mean a reduction in net 
revenue earned. “On the contrary, it is well within the realms of probability 
that the result would be an increase in revenue. Present rates are perilously 
close to the line where they amount to actual prohibition of traffic, and if a 
reduction of rates has the effect of stimulating business and thereby increas- 
ing traffic the earnings of the railways may easily record increases rather 
than the much feared decreases. 

Support for this view is found in a comparative study of the figures of 
revenue and expenditure of Canadian railways for the years 1920 and 1921. 
Freight rates were increased in September, 1920, and partly reduced in Janu- 
ary, 1921, and in December, 1921. If the arguments of those opposed to rate 
reductions is good, then the deficits in operation of the railways should have 
been greater in 1921 than in 1920. Yet the reverse was the case. 
ficit on the old Canadian Northern system was nearly $10,000,000 less in 1921

than in the previous year; the deficit.on what are known as the Canadian | 


Government, Railways, chiefly the Intercolonial, was almost cut in two, being 
reduced by $5,000,000; the Grand Trunk Pacific, which showed a loss of $10,- 
000,000 in 1920, dropped to just under $4,000,000 for 1921. 

These three roads between them showed a deficit in operation for 1921 
of something over $16,00,000 where in 1920 the total was. over $37,000,000. 
The operating profit of the old Grand Trunk was increased and so, too, was | 
that of the Canadian Pacific. 

Of course, there may have been, and undoubtedly were, other factors con- 
tributing to the betterments shown. Nevertheless, the figures would seem 
to point to the conclusion that rate reductions were not in themselves disas- 
trous, but that, on the contrary, they proved beneficial and were contributing | 
factors in bringing about a marked improvement in railway finances.

through such reduction in rates, there was marked encouragement given to 
agriculture, manufacturing and business generally throughout the Dominion, 
with a consequent lessening in unemployment and increased buying power 
by the people and some return of prosperity. 

The present deficit on the Canadian National Railways is a heavy one, 
and constitutes a very real burden for Canadian taxpayers. It is almost 
more than they can bear, because, through lack of employment and general 
business depression, they have not the money. No matter how light taxes 
may be people cannot pay them without money and in the absence of means 
of earning money. But with a return of business activity and more employ- 
ment the people would be able to more easily pay even somewhat heavier 
taxes, if necessary, to meet a slightly larger railway deficit. 


The railways are one of the chief agencies in the upbuilding of trade and 


commerce, and if their rates are maintained at a level so high as to restrict 
traffic, they are not benefiting either themselves or the people and country 
they were created to serve, but are, as a matter of fact, killing the goose that 
lays the golden eggs. , 

The experiment of enforcing a substantial reduction in freight yates as a 
means of reviving business throughout Canada, and giving some much needed 
encouragement to agricultural production, may well be tried at this time.

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These are the days when the Ameri 
can people are learning ¢ phy, 
and must continue to learn it if they 
are to prosper and keep their place 
in the world. We are just beginning 
to absorb the geography of the Paci- 
fic, thankg to the Washington confer 
ence; but many of us still have a con 
fused mental picture of as important 
a factor in the Pacific as Australia 
We rather picture it as a bush-grown 
desert island inhabited by soldiers 
with brim-tilted Stetson hats, naked 
blackfellows and kangaroos. 

This impression has been absolute 
ly changed for those who heard Sena 
tor George Foster Pearse, Australian 
delegate to the Arms Conference, ad 
dress the great banquet of the Eng- 
lish-speaking Union at the Drake. 
Senator Pearse portrayed his country 
as another big English-speaking com- 
monwealth fronting on the Unjted 
States, with the same lack of inter- 
national covetousness, and the same 
ambition to maintain peace and the 
status quo. 

Australia is a vast island, 97 per 
cent. of size of the continental United 
States. Its lucky number seems to 
be 97, for 97 per cent. of its popula- 
tion of 5,500,000 souls are of Epglish 
descent. It is therefore a great un- 
settled country, thinly populated by 
English-speaking white men. It is 
rich in resources, and vigorous in its 
national life; its mobilized troops in 
the late war numbered close to half a 
million, of whom 300,000 went over 
seas and 60,000 were killed.. It is a 
determined scrappy community, with 
which no one not prepared for big 
trouble would be apt to take any liber- 
ties.

H. B. Co. to Enter Siberia 


Will Open Up Virgin Territory for 
Trading : 

The Siberian venture of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company this year is one 
of great magnitude, and one entire 
wharf in Vancouver is piled high with 
trade goods and supplies. 

Two Hudson Bay steamers are now 
loading, another will load later in 
the season, and two others will pick 
up their cargoes in Japan, making 
five ships in all. They are taking 
every conceivable variety ef goods 
from apples to zithers. The two ves- 
sels now loading will go to Anadir, 
Siberian headquarters’ of the com- 
pany. The Lady Kindersley sailing 
from here in June, will go first to 
Coronation Gulf and Herschel Island 
near the mouth of Mackenzie River, 
and will then proceed to Anadir. 

Besides a numebr of launches, cut 
to fit storehouses and residences, and 
enormous quantities of food are be- 
ing sent aboard the vessels now load- 
ing. The launches will penetrate 
hundreds of miles up the Siberian 
rivers where a virgin territory will be 
opened up.
